One of the nation’s premier collegiate volleyball 
coaches, Nebraska’s Terry Pettit finished his 15thseason 
as the Husker mentor with a 469-111 record, an .807 
winning percentage. Last season, Pettit guided his team 
to a 27-5 record, 16th consecutive Big Eight Conference 
championship, and a 10th-straight NCAA National Tour- 
nament appearance where the Huskers finished tied for 
fifth, just missing a fourth trip to the championship round. 





During the 1990 season, the Huskers registered a 32- 
3 record, Big Eight Championship, a ninth consecutive 
NCAA tournament appearance, a third trip to the NCAA 
Championship round ina five-year span, and a third-place 
national finish. 

In 1989, he was named the American Volleyball 
Coaches Association Midwest Region Coach-of-the-Y ear, 
marking the third time he has garnered that prestigious 
honor. In 1986, when he guided Nebraska to its first 
NCAA Final Four appearance and a runner-up finish, he 
was honored as the AVCA National Coach-of-the-Y ear. 





Pettit, a 1968 graduate 
of Manchester (Ind.) Col- 
lege, is in his 19th year of collegiate coaching, serving 15 
at Nebraska and three at Louisburg (N.C.) College. Pettit 
posted his 450th victory at Nebraska and 500th career win 
last season. During the last 10 seasons, his Nebraska 
teams have maintained 121 consecutive weeks of AVCA 
or NCAA Top 20 rankings, 109 of which have been in the 
Top 10. 

In Pettit’s first 15 years with the Huskers, he has 
trained 18 All-Americans, 11 GTE Academic All-Ameri- 
cans, four GTE Academic All-Americans-of-the-Year, 
two Olympians, a Honda/Broderick Award winner, three 
Big Eight Conference Female Athletes-of-the-Year, and 
64 All-Big Eight selections. 

In 1989, he was the head coach of the U. S. National 
women’s “B” team , one of many in a long list of national 
coaching assignments. He has served as guest speaker 
at many local, regional and national functions, including 
the 1984, 1987 and 1989 American Volleyball Coaches 
Association National Conventions. 

Terry is married to the former Anne Denneler and has 
a daughter, Katherine, who is a freshman in high school.

1992 HUSKER SEASON OUTLOOK 


I's a new season and a new look for the Nebraska 
Volleyball team in 1992, but all indications point toward the 
same success that Husker fans have become accustomed 
to. As the Huskers move into their newly renovated NU 
Coliseum, they will be looking for their 17th-straight Big 
Eight Conference Championship and 12th consecutive 
NCAA Toumament appearance. 


Big Holes to Fill 


Replacing two of the best athletes in school history is 
the task that awaits Nebraska Coach Terry Pettit as he 
enters his 16th season this fall. Janet Kruse, arguably one 
of the best all-around student athletes in the history of 
college athletics, has graduated and moved on to medical 
school, while Cris Hall has used up her volleyball eligibility 
and will tum her efforts to competing for the Husker track 
team as a heptathiete. It’s a prospect that might frighten 
some coaches, but not Pettit. In the last six seasons, Pettit 
has had to replace nine All-Americans and has done so 
while maintaining a continuous Top 10 ranking. 

“We have a nucleus of five starters retuming,” Pettit 
said. “With those five, we have the potential to be a very 
strong team.” 

The five he refers to, included two-time All-American 
Stephanie Thater, three-year starter Eileen Shannon, two- 
year starter Nikki Stricker, 1991 freshman starter Kim 
Tonniges and 1991 part-time starter Laura Luther. 


Thater and Shannon Leading the Way 


Any list of Nebraska retumees has to start with Thater, 
one of the most dominant players in the college game. In 
1991, Thaterwas named the Big Eight Conference Coaches’ 
Player-of-the-Y ear after helping guide the Huskers to their 
16th-consecutive league title. She led the team and the Big 
Eight with a .353 hitting percentage and a 1.68 blocks-per- 
game average, which ranked ninth nationally and estab- 
lished an NU season record. She posted school match 
records with 31 kills and 13 blocking assists against UCLA. 

“She is one of the best net players in America,” Pettit 
said. “She controls the net in so many ways. She is an 
offensive force (831 career kills) and as good a middle 
blocker as we’ve ever had (430 career biocks).” 

Shannon, a three-year starter at outside hitter, enters 
the season on pace to become the school’s all-time kill 
leader. She joins Janet Kruse as the only other playerin NU 
history to register 1,000 kills in herjunior season and enters 
this yearwith 1,193 forhercareer, 202 behind record-holder 
Virginia Stahr. 

“She’s one of the most experienced outside hitters in 
the country and her experience should really help us 
against strong opponents,” Pettit said. Shannon has 
playedin all but one match and 336 of a possible 350 games 
in her three seasons. 

Stricker, who recorded 1,367 assists a year ago, will 
retum forher second season as the Huskers’ starting setter. 


She averaged 12.66 set assists per game last year, eighth 
best in the country and recorded 34 service aces last 
season, the second-best total on the team and the 12th- 
best season total in school history. 

Stricker will be pushed by sophomore Christy Johnson. 
Johnson saw action in 27 matches last year and finished 
second on the team in assists, while committing just four 
errors. 

“Christy Johnson will really push Nikki,” Pettit said. 
“This is the best combination of setters we’ve hadin my 15 
years at Nebraska." 

Kim Tonniges, a surprise startera year ago to some but 
not to the NU coaching staff, retums after a sensational 
rookie campaign. The Lincoln East graduate had the 
second-best hitting percentage on the team at .343 and 
recorded a team-high 36 service aces which ranks as the 
11th-best season total in school history. Tonniges was 
second on the team and fifth in the conference in blocks per 
game (1.13). 

“If the spring season is any indication, she appears 
ready to step to the next level,” Pettit said. “Last season 
she was able to contribute and compete very well, but this 
season she could become a much more versatile college 
player.” 

Laura Luther is the fifth retumee with significant start- 
ing experience. She saw starting action last season when 
Kruse and Shannon both were sidelined by injuries. She 
played in every match and was seventh on the 1991 team 
with 12 service aces. 

“futher had a strong season and was on the court for 
some of our most important matches,” Pettit said. “That 
experience will help her this year.” 


Another Tough Schedule 


With a non-conference schedule that includes tradi- 
tional powers Pacific, Texas, Texas Tech, New Mexico, 
Ohio State, Illinois, UCLA and USC, and avastly improved 
Big Eight Conference, Pettit figures to put his team to the 
test often. 

“The Big Eight has really improved as a whole. | 
anticipate Colorado and Oklahoma will both be in the top- 
20 this season,” Pettit said. “We have the type of overall 
schedule which will challenge us and should let us know 
exactly what type of team we have, heading into the NCAA 
Toumament.” 

Before this season officially opens, the 1992 Huskers 
will face what could be one of the toughest lineups of the 
year...the Nebraska Alumni. 

Officially, the season opens with one of the best 
tournaments ever to be showcased in the NU Coliseum, 
when the Huskers host 1991 NCAA Tournament partici- 
pants New Mexico and Pittsburgh and two-time NCAA 
champion Pacific in the Sept. 4-5, FirsTier Invitational. 
During the season, NU will play in a total of fourinvitationals 
which feature seven NCAA toumament teams from last 
year, including 1991 national champion UCLA.

One of the most dominating volleyball players to ever don 
the Nebraska Scarlet and Cream, Stephanie Thater begins her 
final collegiate season with the hopes of leading the Huskers to 
a national title. A second-team All-America as a sophomore, 
Thater was named the Big Eight Conference Player-of-the- 
Year and a first-team All-America as a junior. She has already 
established career totals of 831 kills, 431 blocks, 346 digs, 47 
service aces and a .361 hitting percentage. The block total is 
third all-time behind Virginia Stahr’s mark of 555, while Thater’s 
kill total is 10th on the NU all-time charts. 

In 1991, Thater was named the Big Eight Conference 
Coaches’ Player-of-the-Year after helping guide the Huskers to 
its 16th-consecutive league title. She became the fifth NU

player to receive the honor in 
as many years. She earned 
first-team AVCA/Russell All- 
America and also was named 
MVP of twotournaments, twice 
Big Eight Player-of-the-Week, 
Big Eight Tournament MVP, 
and NCAA Mideast Regional 
All-Tournament. She posted 
school match records with 31 kills and 13 blocking assists 
against UCLA and a season record with 1.68 blocks per game. 
She led the team, the Big Eight and was ninth in the nation with 
her blocking average. She has had 10-or-more kills 26 times, 
over 20 four times and recorded three double-doubles (kills and 
blocks). Her 157 blocking assists and 185 total blocks are 
second only to her record-setting performance in 1990. She 
made her second-straight appearance in the U.S. Olympic 
Festival last summer, along with teammates, Eileen Shannon 
and Janet Kruse. 

In 1990, Thater became the latest in the line of great 
Nebraska middle blockers, joining former All-Americans Karen 
Dahlgren and Virginia Stahr with a second-team All-America 
selection. Thater set Nebraska records with 197 total blocks 
and a 1.67 per-game average. She had 19 matches with 10- 
or-more kills and two times had double-doubles with 10-or- 
more kills and blocks. She earned all-tournament honors at the 
Big Eight Championships, the Illini Invitational, the FirsTier 
Invitational and was a Big Eight Player-of-the-Week. 

In 1989, Thater played in 53 games, registering 55 kills and 
a.311 hitting percentage. She collected 49 blocks and 20 digs, 
while getting her first and only service ace against Kansas. She 
had personal highs of nine kills and eight blocks in a five-game 
match against Kentucky. She had her best hitting percentage 
of .750 in a match with seven kills on eight attacks against 
Missouri. Thater played on the South squad at the 1990 U.S. 
Olympic Festival, one of three Huskers to participate in the 
annual event. A 1988 first-team Reebok High School All- 
American and AAU All-America selection, Stephanie Thater 
has been nicknamed “Crater” by herteammates because of her 
powerful hitting style.

Huskers to their 15th consecutive Big Eight Conference cham- 
pionship and back-to-back NCAA Final Four appearances. She 
had 18 matches with 10-or-more kills, bringing her two-year 
total to 46. She had a season-high 22 kills against UCLA and 
posted acareer-high .714 hitting percentage against Nebraska- 
Omaha. 

In 1989, Shannon led the Huskers with 479 kills, the third- 
highest season total by a Husker in history. She posted a .287 
hitting percentage on 1,116 attacks, while recording 28 service 
aces, 74 blocks and 283 digs. The attack total ranks third on 
NU’s all-time list, while her 283 digs were third best on the team. 
She had apersonal best, and tied for the fourth-best, five-game, 
single-match kill mark at 32 in a match against Kentucky, and 
posted a high of four service aces against UCLA in the semi- 
finals at the 1989 NCAA Championship Round. Her 77 attacks 
against Kentucky tied the Nebraska record for a five-game 
match and her 25 kills against Pittsburgh set a three-game 
record. She had 28 matches with 10 or more kills, seven with 
20 or more and one with over 30. Inthe five matches in the 1989 
NCAA Tournament, she had 63 kills, hit .291 and had 45 digs. 
Shannon earned NCAA All-Tournament, AVCA Midwest All- 
Region and First-Team All-Big Eight as a freshman.

In two seasons, Nikki Stricker has gone from high school 
Prep Athlete-of-the-Year, to a starting middle blocker role, to 
All-Big Eight setter status. Destined to be another impressive 
player in a long line of outstanding setters produced by Ne- 
braska and Coach Terry Pettit, after ayear at the middle blocker 
position. Stricker took over the setting duties and guided the 
Huskers to a 27-5 season in 1991, andalist of accomplishments 
that equalled any other year. She earned Big Eight all- 
conference and all-tournament honors on the court last year 
and was a First-Team Phillips 66 Academic All-Conference and 





GTE Academic All-America 
candidate. 

In 1991, Strickertook over 
the setter position and Ne- 
braska did not miss a beat. 
She averaged 12.66 assists 
per game which ranked eighth 
in the nation, and the total of 
1,367 set assists is the seventh highest total in Big Eight history. 
She had 34 service aces and proved to be an offensive threat 
with 80 kills and a .228 hitting percentage. She earned First- 
Team Phillips 66 Academic All-Big Eight this season and was 
nominated for GTE Academic All-America honors. 

In 1990, Stricker played in all 35 matches for NU as one of 
the starting middle blockers. She registered 123 kills, a .208 
hitting percentage, 29 service aces, 86 blocks and 158 digs. 
She had apersonal-best nine kills vs. Kansas, while getting four 
service aces against both Missouri and Texas. Five times she 
recorded five blocks in a match and had 16.-kills and 13 blocks 
in the 1990 NCAA Tournament. 

In high school, Stricker was tabbed by both the Lincoln 
Journal-Star and Omaha World-Herald as Nebraska’s 1990 
Prep Athlete-of-the-Year, andis the 10th such honored student 
to attend Nebraska as anathlete. She earnedfirst-team Mizuno 
High School Volleyball All-America honors and became the first 
female athlete in Lincoln East history to earn 12 varsity letters, 
four each in volleyball, basketball and track. During her senior 
season, she was the only 200-200 player in the state with 269 
kills and 221 set assists.

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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 


Bob Devaney ranks as one of the outstanding athletic 
directors in the nation as he continues to lead the Nebraska 
Athletic Department with the same vigor, enthusiasm and 
administrative excellence that marked him as one of America’s 
greatest football coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 

Devaney is in his 31st year of providing drive, leadership and 
pride in the Cornhusker athletic program, and his final year as 
athletic director. Devaney will retire as A.D. on Jan. 4, 1993 and 
will become Athletic Director Emeritus. 

He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of building a 
successful football program, and he succeeded far beyond 
anyone’s expectations. During his 11-year stint as Husker 
football coach, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost only 20 and tied 
two for a winning percentage of .829. His career mark of 136- 
30-7 for .806 ranked him as the winningest active coach in the 
nation at the time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney’s teams 
won eight Big Eighttitles andtwo national championships during 
the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine bowl games. His 
teams twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Devaney’s 1971 title team, which posteda 13-0 record, twice 
defended its No. 1 ranking against the second-ranked team 
(beating Oklahoma, 35-31, in the “Game of the Century,” and 
Alabama, 38-6, in the Orange Bowl), and beat the eventual No. 
3 team, Colorado, 31-7, has been hailed as the best college 
team of all time. Bob was inducted into the National Football 
Foundation’s Hall of Fame in 1981. 

Devaney received many other honors during his coaching 
career. He was named coach-of-the-year by the Walter Camp 
Foundation, the Football Writers of America, Football News and 
the Washington TD Club in 1971, and he was tabbed to coach 
innumerous all-star games such as the Hula Bowl, Coaches All- 
America, Blue-Gray and Shrine East-West. He also coached 
the College All-Stars against the Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 
Chicago game. 

Five years after accepting the challenge of rebuilding the 
Husker football program, he accepted the additional challenge 
of rebuilding the overall athletic program, succeeding the man 
who hired him, Tippy Dye, as athletic director in 1967. And his 
success in 26 years on that job has been as phenomenal as was 
his coaching success. 

Devaney spearheaded drives to virtually rebuild and replace 
Nebraska's aging athletic facilities. Continuing aprocess begun 
during Dye’s tenure, he oversaw the expansion of Memorial 
Stadium from its 36,000 capacity to its present 73,650 (com- 
pleted in 1972, along with the South Stadium Office Building). 

lt was Devaney’s leadership, working in conjuction with the 
Nebraska Legislature, that resulted in the passage of a special 
cigarette tax to provide funds for a new athletic complex, the 
beautiful, four-and-a-half acre indoor sports building which 
opened on the Nebraska State Fair Grounds in 1976. The 
building, which features a 14,302-seat main arena, plus sepa- 
rate swimming and diving pools, an indoor track, and workout 
areas for wrestling and gymnastics, was renamed the Bob 
Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 

Also in the mid-1970s, Devaney saw to the construction of 
Ed Weir Track and Field Stadium, and anew, partially-astroturfed 





baseball facility, Buck Beltzer Field. More recently, he has 
overseen the expansion of the Huskers’ academic counseling 
service and and the concurrent establishment of the Hewit 
Center in the West Stadium; the continued expansion of the 
strength and the conditioning program and its outstanding 
facility in the West Stadium; the construction of the new NU 
Softball Complex; the building of the Otto and Gladys Baumann 
Building at Beltzer Field; the funding andconstruction of the new 
full-field Cook Pavilion indoor practice area, and the adjoining 
Lee and Helene Sapp Recreation Facility. The latest project is 
the complete remodeling of NU’s old basketball facility, the 
Coliseum, into amodern arena for the Huskers’ highly-success- 
ful women’s volleyball program. 

At the same time that Devaney was working to provide top- 
notch facilities for the Husker athletic teams, he also worked to 
hire the best coaches available and provide those coaches with 
full-scholarship funding, and did so at the time that women’s 
sports became established at the intercollegiate level. The 
result of his efforts is an overall athletic program that ranks 
among the nation’s elite, with several sports that are dominant 
at the Big Eight level and highly-competitive at the national level. 
The Huskers have consistently won conference all-sports titles 
for both men’s and women’s sports. In fact, under Devaney, 
Nebraska teams have produced 12 national championships; 
122 Big Eight championships; 67 individual national champions, 
520 first-team All-Americans, and 63 Academic All-Americans. 

A graduate of Alma (Mich.) College in 1939, Devaney served 
as ahigh school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw 
and Alpena in his native state before joining Biggie Munn and 
Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State in 1953. In 1957, he became 
head coach at Wyoming, where his teams posted a 35-10-5 
record. 

Devaney is married to the former Phyllis Wiley. They have 
a son, Mike, and a daughter, Pat, both graduates of the 
University of Nebraska. Bob and Phyllis also have two grand- 
children.

Her duties at NU include the daily operations of the women's 
intercollegiate sports programs. As an experienced administrator, teacher 
and coach, she demonstrates both the leadership and administrative 
“know how" which has contributed to the success of the women's 
programs. 

Dr. Hibner is a member of the National Association for Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics, the Council of Collegiate Women's Athletic Admin- 
istrators, the National Association of Athletic Marketing and Development, 
and the Lincoln chapter of the Administrative Management Society. She 
has served onthe Boardof Directors of the University of Nebraska Federal 
Credit Union, is a past president of the NU Association for Administrative 
Development, andthe pastchairperson for the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association's National Softball Committee.

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1991 SEASON REVIEW 


Nebraska opened the 1991 sea- 
son with the slogan “The Tradition 
Continues,” and it again proved to 
be a fact. The Huskers, under the 
direction of head coach Terry Pettit, 
registered their 16th-consecutive Big 
Eight Conference Championship 
with a perfect 12-0 season mark, on 
the way to an 11th-straight NCAA 
Tournamentappearance. NU’ssea- 
son ended at 27-5, one-match shy 
of a fourth NCAA Championship 
round appearance, as the Huskers 
lost to Ohio State in the finals of the 
NCAA Mideast regional in the last 
match played in the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center. 

Even though Nebraska posted 
its 10th-straightseason with an .800- 
or-better winning percentage and 
maintained it string of at least 25 
season victories, 1991 wasn't with- 
out its ups and downs. 

In the first match of the season, 
senior Janet Kruse suffered an ankle 
injury which sidelined the three-time 
All-American for the next eight con- 
tests, of which the Huskers lost two.

NU’s season ended when 
Ohio State stunned the Huskers in 
the regional finals, to earn its first 
trip to the championship round and 
keep NU from making its third 
Straight.

THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


The University of Nebraska was char- 
tered by the Legislaturein 1869 as the state's 
public university and land-grant institution. 
Founded in Lincoln, the University of Ne- 
braska was expanded in 1968 into a state 
education system under the guidance of a 
Board of Regents and a central administra- 
tion. 

The University's flagship campus, the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, includes the 
agricultural components organized within the 
Institute of Agriculture and Natural Re- 
sources. 

Other campuses of the system include the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha, the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Medical Centerin Omaha 
and the University of Nebraska at Kearney. 

The University of Nebraska-Lincoln is 
Nebraska's only land-grant university and its 
major comprehensive institution of higher 
education. For its 24,000 students from all 
parts of the world, UNL offers a wide range of 
undergraduate, professional, and graduate 
programs including those leading to the doc- 
torate, in addition to teaching. UNL faculty 
members are involved actively in research 
and educational outreach programs. 

As UNL carries out its three-part mis- 
sion of teaching, research and service, the 
overall impact of its efforts in each area is 
greater than the sum of its separate parts, 
ensuring that the quality of all of its institu- 
tional programs is consistent with the expec- 
tations and needs of the people of Nebraska. 

UNLis continuously designing new aca- 
demic frameworks to provide students with 
the mental skills and broad perspectives of 
educated citizens. Under the direction of 
Graham Spanier, who became UNL's Chan- 
cellorin November, 1991, UNLhas seta high 
priority on establishment of a common gen- 
eral education curriculum. The curriculum 
will follow a plan developed by UNL faculty 
after a comprehensive, university-wide re- 
view of its general liberal education program. 
Chancellor Spanier, who was provost and 
vice president for academic affairs at Oregon 
State University before his UNL appoint- 
ment, is a strong proponent of improving 
undergraduate education. He believes that 
as the flagship campus of the University of 
Nebraska system, UNL must continue to 
dedicate itself to providing leadership in re- 
search and service programs responsive to 
changing needs and expectations of the citi- 
zens of Nebraska. 

UNL received special funds through an 
innovative program initiated by the state 
government for research in specific areas 
with potential impact on the state’s economic 
development. These research initiative pro- 
grams are centered in biotechnology, mate- 
rials research and analysis, water quality, 


technology management and decision sci- 
ences and a group of engineering centers. 

UNL will provide a new focus for sci- 
ence and technology in its planned George 
W. Beadle Center of Genetics and Biomaterial 
Research. Construction of the center began 
in the summer of 1992. When completed in 
1994, the center will provide state-of-the art 
laboratories devoted to research and devel- 
opment in biotechnology, biochemistry, bio- 
logical materials, chemical engineering and 
related fields. The Center, named in honor of 
a Nobel Prize-winning geneticist and UNL 
alumnus, will be built at a cost of approxi- 
mately $24 million, of which the federal gov- 
ernment has provided $17.7 million. 

Other construction projects enhance 
both the academic and extracurricular com- 
ponents of the university campus. Currently 
under way is a three-year $4.9 million reno- 
vation and expansion of the College of Busi- 
ness Administration which will provide more 
than half again as much space as is available 
in the present facility. 

This summer, the third phase of a $14.9 
million construction and renovation project to 
improve recreational facilities was completed. 
The three-phase project included construc- 
tion of the Cook Pavilion which houses the 
indoor football field and space for other ac- 
tivities, construction of the Lee and Helene 
Sapp Recreational Facility, and renovation 
of the Coliseum. Dedication is September 
12. 

Quality instruction is emphasized in 
UNL's eight undergraduate colleges, the 
Graduate College and the College of Law. 
The colleges of Agriculture, Arts and Sci- 
ences, Business Administration, Engineer- 
ing and Technology, Human Resources and 
Family Sciences, Journalism and Teachers 
College offer more than 100 degree pro- 
grams leading to career opportunities in the 
arts, the sciences, the humanities and the 
professions. 

The College of Human Resources and 
Family Sciences, formerly the College of 
Home Economics, was renamed and re- 
structured this fall to strengthen the college's 
position as the role of home economics 
evolves and reflect the issues that home 
economics now addresses such as aging, 
nutrition, children, family economics and con- 
sumer problems. 

UNL receives more than $50 million 
annually in grants andcontracts from outside 
sources for research, instruction, public ser- 
vice, administration and student aid. 

Over the years, alumni such as authors 
Willa Cather and Mari Sandoz, legal educa- 
tor Roscoe Pound, anthropologist Loren 
Eisley, Pulitzer prize-winning journalists Jim 
Risser and Matjie Lundstrom, presidential 


advisers Ted Sorensen and Clayton Yeutter 
and scientists such as Beadle and fellow 
Nobel laureate Donald Crum, inventor Harold 
“Doc” Edgerton and computer pioneer Jay 
Forrester have enriched the University’s tra- 
dition of leadership and scholarly excellence. 

The University’s faculty stands at the 
forefront of discovery in many fields and 
through its service programs, UNL reaches 
thousands of citizens each year. The coop- 
erative Extension Service and the Division of 
Continuing Studies. The Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service provides all Nebraskans with 
information and assistance in agriculture and 
natural resources, home economics, family 
living, 4-H and youth development and com- 
munity resource development. Continuing 
Studies offers alternatives to formal on-cam- 
pus education with programs such as sum- 
mer reading courses, evening classes, Inde- 
pendent study by correspondence, tele- 
courses and study tours. 

Working with the private sector, UNL 
was the first land-grant university in the 
nation to offer an interdisciplinary major in 
agriculture and business and has created the 
nation’s first franchise studies program. 

The University's innovative Nebraska 
Technical Assistance Center and Food Pro- 
cessing Center are examples of other major 
cooperative efforts between the state, the 
University and the private sector. 

The campus is home to the nationally 
renowned Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery and 
Sculpture Garden, the Christlieb Collection 
of Western Art and the Lied Center for Per- 
forming Arts. The University of Nebraska 
State Museum boasts a world-class fossil 
collection and helped develop Ashfall Fossil 
Beds State Park, which opened in the sum- 
mer of 1991. 

UNL, noted for its outstanding athletic 
programs, is also noted for the quality of its 
academic programs for student athletes. Its 
Hewit Training Center for student athletes 
provides computer labs, study areas, career 
counseling and other academic support ser- 
vices. UNL leads the nation in GTE Aca- 
demic All-Americans for all sports including 
football and volleyball. 

In 1991, College Athletic Management 
Magazine named Nebraska No. 1 in the 
country for its support program for student 
athletes. UNLis alsoconsidered the flagship 
of a 50-university consortium of universities 
that guarantee scholarships for student ath- 
letes who want to get a degree after their 
eligibility is completed. 


HUSKER ACADEMICS 


The University of Nebraska is proud to 
introduce the nation’s premier academic 
center for student-athletes. A $1.1 mil- 
lion expansion and renovation project 
has produced a 21,000 square-foot facil- 
ity that can accommodate up to 600 
students inaconvenient and comfortable 
environment. The new center includes 
an expanded study area, a private com- 
puter lab featuring 16 computers, indi- 
vidualized study, a career counseling 
center, a film room and also the men's 
and women's dining area. Nebraska 
leads the nation in GTE Academic All- 
Americans in all sports combined with a 
total of 67, including 38 in women’s ath- 
letics alone. During the 1991-92 aca- 
demic year, two Huskers claimed first- 
team GTE Academic All-American and 
Academic All-American-of-the-Y ear hon- 
ors, including volleyball player Janet Kruse 
and basketball student-athlete Karen 
Jennings. In addition, Ann Halsne, Denise 
McMillan and Rachel Collins earned sec- 
ond or third-team honors. Husker stu- 
dent-athletes earning between a 3.0 and 
4.0 cumulative grade-point average, re- 
ceive a special medallion at an annual 
academic honors banquet. 


HUSKER ACADEMICS -- 
EASING THE TRANSITION 


Dr. Roger Grooters and his professional 
staff offer many valuable services within 
the Academic Counseling program, de- 
signed to help student-athletics achieve 
academic and professional success. 

The transition from high school to col- 
lege is a major adjustment. Most stu- 
dent-athletes will be leaving home for the 
first time. This separation, coupled with 
being challenged more than ever athleti- 
cally, makes strong academic support 
imperative. The academic programs at 
NU have been designed to help the ath- 
lete achieve academic success and be 
prepared for a successful future. 

Nebraska is frequently referred to as 
the “pioneer” of academic counseling. 
The programs include sound educational 
components, personal support and inno- 
vative programs, such as career coun- 
seling. As all athletes aspire to achieve 
All-America honors in their respective 
sports, Nebraska academics offer the 
opportunity to develop into a GTE Aca- 
demic All-America.

A SUMMARY OF 


SUPPORT SERVICES 


ORIENTATION: The new student-ath- 
lete orientation consists of informative 
sessions designed to assist with the 
transition from high school to college. 
STUDY PROGRAMS: Allincoming stu- 
dent-athletes are required to complete 
eight hours of study time per week. The 
study program is very flexible and also 
allows the students to meet with tutors 
and use the computers. 

TUTORIAL SUPPORT: Thetutorial pro- 
gram at Nebraska helps achieve aca- 
demic success. Tutorial support is very 
important as a freshman and is utilized 
by all students, including those who do 
“A” work and those striving for “A” work. 
SUBJECT TUTOR: A subject tutor pro- 
vides specific course guidance in either 
one-on-one sessions or group review 
sessions. It is possible'to have a subject 
tutor for all courses. 

MENTOR TUTOR: A mentor tutor is 
typically an upperclass or graduate stu- 
dent who assists in developing sound 
time management and study skills. They 
also provide personal counseling. 
CAREER COUNSELING: The career 
counseling program at Nebraska helps 
student-athletes identify majors and pre- 
pare for realistic career opportunities 
upon graduation. 

SIGI PLUS: Sigi is a computerized ca- 
reer exploration program which con- 
ducts a thorough self-assessment and 
then recommends relevant career 
choices. 

COMPUTER SUPPORT: The Academic 
Counseling Unit provides one of the 
most extensive computer support facili- 
ties for student-athletes. The newcom- 
puter lab houses 16terminals which are 
highly accessible to any student-ath- 
lete. 

DEGREE AUDIT SERVICE: Degree au- 
dits are completed on all student-ath- 
letes to make sure sufficient progress is 
being made toward degree completion 
and graduation. The degree audit 
specialist will assist in the advising pro- 
cess and make certain student-athletes 
are satisfying the 30-hour rule, initiated 
to ensure that a minimum of 30 hours of 
study must be completed per year. 
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HUSKER STRENGTH COMPLEX 


In 1990, the University of Nebraska 
Strength Complex unveiled a new $1.7 
million facility that is second to none inthe 
United States. The new 17,000-foot ex- 
pansion project turned the Husker weight 
room facility into the largest in the world. 
The 30,000 square-foot area houses an 
infinite amount of weight-machines and 
free weights, in addition to an adjoining 
aerobics and rehabilitation room with the 
latest in hi-tech equipment. Eagle Cybex 
equipment is available for modified work- 
out programs and injury rehabilitation. 

One reason for the great success Ne- 
braska volleyball has had recently is a 
direct result of what Nebraskans call 
“Husker Power,” referring to the most 
technological and up-to-date strength and 
conditioning program in the country. 

The primary purpose of the Nebraska 
program is to help players reach their 
maximum performance potential via a 
variety of challenging and stimulating train- 
ing modalities such as; flexibility enhance- 
ment, sport-specific strength and power

HUSKER TRAININ 


Good eating habits are a must for ath- 
letes who want to perform their best, both 
in the classroom and on the playing field. 
By working with the International Center 
for Sports Nutrition (ICSN), the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska is able to make sure its 
athletes will be able to continue the good 
nutrition habits they learned at home. 

ICSN’s history of successful programs 
and research prompted the University of 
Nebraska's athletic department to select 
ICSN to provide nutrition and consulta- 


training, speed and agility drills, aerobic 
circuits, plyometrics, and body composi- 
tion evaluation. 

Performance testing and strength test- 
ing are routinely performed at specific 
times of the trainingcycle toensure ample 
progress is being made. Emphasis is 
placed on gaining lean-muscle mass and 
reducing body fat, thus increasing verti- 
cal jump, speed, and body coordination, 
leading to a fine-tuned athlete. Perfor- 
mance is evaluated by testing of vertical 
jump, 10-yard and 40-yard dashes, the 
pro agility run and the 300-yard shuttle 
run. Test results are compared with body 
weight and entered into the Performance 
Index Computer, developedat Nebraska. 
All the data is then summarized into one 
number called the Performance Index, 
indicating improvement in each category 
and helping coaches to pinpoint each 
individual's strengths and weaknesses. 

The Strength Index is evaluated much 
the same way by testing of the Hang 
Clean, Squat, and bench press exer- 
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tion services. |In addition to its work with 
the University of Nebraska athletes, ICSN 
plans and evaluates the nutrition pro- 
gram of the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee and provides nutrition information 
to colleges across the country through its 
affiliation with the NCAA. 

The services of ICSN are often sought 
by many public and private organizations 
across the nation. The University of 
Nebraska's program is unique in that it 
offers each athlete individual attention. 
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cises. A Strength Index number is then 
derived, indicating the need for future 
emphasis on total body power, lower 
power, or upper power strength. This 
system of evaluation is the only one like 
itin the country, which gives Nebraska an 
edge in maximizing athletic potential and 
reducing sports injuries. 

With continued addition of talented ath- 
letes to utilize the tremendous resources 
made available by the nation's finest 
strength pregram, Husker volleyball’s 
growth is virtually unlimited. 

The student-athlete has an advantage 
in the new facility because it provides 
separate areas for different parts of the 
athletes body to individualize strength 
training. The Husker Strength Complex 
is under the direction of Boyd Epley. 

The strength complex is connected to 
the Hewit Academic Center for student- 
athletes by two hallways that run the 
entire length of the West Stadium, and 
features a glass wall for viewing approxi- 
mately 40 yards long. 





Because the University of Nebraska 
and ICSN are concerned with the long- 
term health of athletes, they have worked 
together to conduct studies on prevent- 
ing heart disease in athletes, determining 
the adequacy of athletes' diets and evalu- 
ating the best way to lose or gain weight. 
Such studies will benefit UNL's athletes 
now and long after they leave the univer- 
sity.

Your host at Nebraska is Assistant Sports Information Director Terry L. Beek. All requests for passes for working press, radio, 
television and photography must be directed to Beek at the Sports Information Office, PO Box 880123, 116 South Stadium, Lincoln, 
Neb. 68588-0123. Media passes which cannot be mailed in advance are held at the willcall window at the Nebraska Coliseum 
(11th and Vine St.). 

Coach Terry Pettit’s interview times: The best time to reach Coach Pettit for interviews during the week is from 10 a.m. to 
noon, at (402) 472-2399. Player interviews during the week, must be arranged through the sports information office. 

Working media personnel are seated in the balcony press area, on the west side of the coliseum. Photographers may shoot 
from the south side, or either of the ends (east or west), but NOT behind the bench area. All media and photographers must have 
a press pass to occupy these areas. Non-working press and scouts are allowed in the press area if room permits, but a seat 
assignment request must be made in advance. 

Post-match interviews with the coaches and players are conducted in the press room, located on the south side under the 
balcony, following a 10-minute cooling-off period, as the media requests. Press members are reminded that Nebraska policy 
prohibits media access to the locker room at any time. 

Press facilities are located just off the balcony level to the south. Telephones are provided on a first-come, first-served basis, 
with collect or credit card access. Complete postgame statistical packets, including NCAA box and play-by-play, may be picked 
up in the press room following each match. There is also a FAX machine available and requests should be made to the sports 
information representative before the match begins.
